= Security to any People, than to have it in the 
ower of #one to ruin them but /bem//ves, for that mult 
naturally be in the Power of every Society as well as 
every Individual. The Truth is, that it is not our

Yeflerday’s Ma‘] from Holland brought Letters from 
Ivaix, with Advice, That the Cardinal Cofcia is re- 
turned to the Cattle of St. Angelo, and that the Pope - 
was fo good as to énqilifé of the Vice-Governor con- 
cerning his Health, which it feems is not mach mended 
by his having ufed the Baths of St. Caffiano in Tufca- 
ny, however ‘tis believed he will {oon have a Pardon. 
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Tlic fame Letiers tell us that the Sequeftration which 
wis laid upon the Duke of Modena’s Etate is taken off 
by Order from the Court of France ; and that the Earl of 
Nottinghain is arrived with a pretty numerdlus Retinue 
at Rome. They add, that the Spanith General, the 
Duke de Montemar, is to lodge this Winter at the 
Ducal Palace in the City of Parma, and that befides 
thé Winter Quarters which are demanded for the Spa- 
niards in the Bolognefe, S600 Spanifh Horfe and Foot 
are to have Quartersén the Dutchies of Parma and Pla- 
cetitia, the King of Sardinia’s Troops having taken 
theirs in the Milanefe, where a good Number of French 
are alfo expetted, as well as in the Modenefe, the Duchy 
of Guaftalla, and the Lower Mantuan. In fhort, all 
the Troops of the Allies are {aid to be in full March 
téwards their Winter Quarters, except the Spaniards 
that are pofted about Mantua. The Imperialiits have 
difeontinued their Holtilities againft the French, but 
not again‘t the Spaniards ; for the Letters of Nov. 10. 
from Goito fay, that one of their Parties of Huflars took 
of the Spaniards Boats laden with Corn but 2 Days 
re, and that next’ Day there was a very {mart 
A@tion between one of the Spanith Parties anda Body 
of Imperial Huflars, wherein the latter gain’d the Ad- 
vantage. They write from Naples, that fome of the 
Perfons imprifoned at Baia, for a Plot to kidnap the 
Infante, and to carry him Prifoner to Triefte, have, 
for want of due Proof, been difcharged from the Cri- 
inal, and turned over to the Civil Procefs ; but that 
ers are more clofely confined, and particularly the 
Advocate of the General Caraffa Belmonte, and a Gen- 
Geman of the Family of Luna: It feems the Letters 
found upon them were writ for moft part in Cyphers, 
that are inexplicable. ‘The Venetians pretend to Let- 
ters from Conflantinople, which fay, that Thamas 
Kouli-Kan, the Generaliflimo of the Perfians, has 
taken the Fortrefs of Erivan from the Turks. The 
Accounts from Leghorn fay, they have Advice by a 
Ship from Tunis, that the Dey, who was lately de- 
, has taken the Field again, with a great Number 
of Forces, to attack the new Dey, who was the more 
lexed, becaufe he had fent away the Algerine 
Troops, and was afraid of trufting the Inhabitants, 
whom he had opprefied with Taxes. 
’ "The Letters from Germany confirm the News of 
the Death of Count Bonneval, and that the Troops of 
the Empire and France that were on both Sides the 
Rhine and the Mofelle, are all filing off to their Win- 
eer Quarters. A particular Letter from Vienna fays, 
that the People there are as impatient to know whether 
the Emperor will demand frefh Succours of the States of 
Auftria when they meet on the 28th Inftant, as the 
Englifh are for his Britannick Majefty’s Speech when he 
meets his Parliament; that the Emperor, by the Lofs 
of his Italian Dominions, being difabled to continue the 
Penfions he paid to a great Number of his faithful Spa- 
niards, his Imperial Majefty has provided Eftablith- 
ments for them in the Provinces of Hungary ; that the 
Court of Ruffia, to which "tis faid the Emperor gave 
early Notice of the Preliminaries, will be admitted as a 
Guarantee of the approaching Treaty of Peace, and 
‘that if the faid Treaty does not take Place, there are 
new Troops raifing throughout the Emperor's Here- 
ditary Dominions, which are to be fent to reinforce 
thofe in Italy. It adds, that the Emperor has not yet 
communicated the Treaty on Foot with France to the 
Dyet of Ratisbon. “Thofe from Warfaw of the oth 
fay, the General Dyet of Pacification broke up the 
Day before without having chofe a Marshal ; but that 
“it was agreed, that purfuant to the Confederacy of 
Cracow, the Chamber of Deputies fhould repair on 
the oth to the Chamber of the Senate. Mean time 
the King has difpofed of the chief vacant Offices of 
the Kingdom of Poland and the Great Duchy of Lithu- 
ania. ‘They write from Hamburg, that the Regency 
have received Letters from their Deputies at Copen- 
hagen, that fince they have confented to the Abolition 
, of the Bank Courant, there is great Appearance that 
the King of Denmark Will accept of the other Terms 
propofed for an Accommodation.
